The floral dB.signa nuraborivl s<'vi'nil hun- 
dreds, among the prominent emit riliiitors be- 
ing the viceroy of China nml tlic i hinane 
minister, the commaniior of the Loyal Le- 
gion, Grand Army posts in Phjiadelphia, 
Montana, Chicago, Melrose, Massachusetta, 
Virginia, and other cities, while iiniuerous 
private citizens were represented by fragrant 
ofrerings.

CnroiirHATi, May.iQ.— P*ooratipa of tha 
sokUeri* graves was psrfbnaed, to-day with 
much the tame eetemodlM as are usual 
There wore the parads Bad assemblage at 
Bpring Grove oemetary, the strawing of tbe 
flowers and the teara for those hetoea kmc 
place under the sod. This has been made a 
National holiday, and all tbe courteand piAh 
lie ofllcee, both ot the city, couQty and .the 
United States, were doeed, as wtt^ il^ |> 
chamber of commaroe and board <tt tra^; 
but on the streete and in tbe stores aad n&- 
tories there seemed to be a general diaregard 
of it, and the crush of buBinsai asBl^ad al- 
most as any otiter day. > 

In all there were over five hundred per- 
sons in the procession. The streete were 
thronged along the line of auMhi «Mt ittOdi 
patriotism was displayed. ' > 

Dtiring the morning's pleasant hoars thou- 
sands went to Spring Grove cemetery to at- 
tend the decoration ceremonies. Everybody 
carried flowers. Tlie ladies' relief commit- 
tee carried OMra than anybody else. By 
every train and street car crowds were dis- 
charged on the grounds. Every suburb and 
country village for miles arouad furnished 
Ms quota, aad from CMaaUHlatt ttMPa was an 
ootpouring. iBdisa ia s|viBg „ «|p$uin«i, 
gh-ls in white, gentlemen aad hagn ifi holi- 
day attire early aoattored over tM Mautihil 
cemetery. Little ilagB were thlcUy dotted 
about upon the lote where tbe bmve lay In 
thehr long sleep. Everything indicated a 
memorabfe and imposing occasion, but Just 
as tbe parsders arrived from Olwofwns*!. 
about 10:30 a. m., it b^gan to rain, and kept 
it up so persistently that most of the oer*. 
moaiee were abandoned. 

The bust o< CoL and ez^lfayor Robert IL 
Mpore was formally unv(Billed,,and flowers 
were strewn upon the graVes haatily. Every- 
body, as soon as poasihie with due regard 
tor propriety, left the grounds and wept 
home. The oratiocM, speeches, music and 
slow ceremonies were entirely omitt't.).

Fully 11,000 persons passed through the, 



ceremony. The grave of the soldier dead 
in all the cemeterias were decorated this 
morning by committees appointtMi for tbe 
purpose.
